Accepting the challenge 


You might say that a 185-pound 
guy who’s a real dummy is Brian 
Wright's new best friend. 

After all, Wright spends hours 
several days a week with “Rescue 
Randy,” as he’s affectionately 
known, and at times drags the big 
oaf wherever he goes. 

But in truth, Wright is just using 
Randy. Like other firefighters 
across the nation, Wright is train- 
ing for a unique obstacle course 
known as the firefighters combat 
challenge. 

“We drag the dummy probably 
three lengths of the football field at 
one time,” says Wright, of his train- 
ing. “Sometimes we go to a farm 
and do sand dunes and drag tractor 
tires up hills.” 

So far, that cross training has 
paid dividends. 

In his first effort at the chal- 
lenge, in a contest at Virginia 
Beach, Wright raised some eye 
brows because his time of two min- 
utes and two seconds (2:02) was 
considerably better than the 2:30 
normally posted by first-time con- 
testants. It has Wright setting his 
sights on making it to the World's 
Competition in Las Vegas.

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Drug-related death 
thought an overdose 


There is no reason to suspect that the 
apparent drug-related death of a Marlbor- 
ough man last Tuesday, Sept. 5 at the Mar- 
riott is anything other than what it seems, 
said police — a drug overdose. 

Officer Dave Carriere found David Arse- 
nault on the floor in cardiac arrest early 
that Tuesday morning with four of his com- 
panions looking on, said Sgt. Don Pattullo. 

When paramedics arrived moments 
later, Arsenault was immediately trans- 
ported to the hospital, only to be pro 
nounced dead soon after, he said. 

The ongoing investigation has included 
questioning of the four individuals in the 
room at the time, such as Catherine Moore, 
28, of 75 No. Parish Road, Lawrence who 
was arrested and charged with illegal pos- 
session of a hypodermic syringe. But none 
of that questioning has provided a reason 
to suspect Arsenault’s death was not an 
accident, Pattullo added. 

“Tt looks like it was an accidental over- 
dose of heroin and cocaine,” he said. “They 
are all being questioned, but it doesn’t 
appear as though it is anything suspi-

“Optimistically, I

Legally, the second- 
highest bidder has five 
business days to come 
forward with a $5,000 
deposit and stake claims 
on the deal, even though 
he has already turned it 
down, said Reilly. After 
that, auctioneer Michael 
Harkins will contact the 
third-highest bidder, 
who will also have five 
days to present the 
$5,000, and then 45 days 
to close the deal. But if 
that doesn’t happen, the 
town will have to rethink 
its options, said Select- 
men Chairman’ Brian 
Major 

“We will definitely 
have to reevaluate the 
situation,” Major said. 
“Should we reauction 
(the property) or should 
we take the step of the 
(eviction) first and then 
reauction?’ 

Selectmen will likely 
sit down within the next 
month to consider the 
best choice of action if 
the third-highest bidder 
doesn’t come through, he 
added. Evicting Smythe 
would probably make 
the property more 
appealing to more buy- 
ers, Major said. 

“It would definitely 
make it easier, because it 
is one less constraint in 
the process. But whether 
that’s in our best interest 
or not, I don’t know,” he 
said. 

The town had hoped 
that the job of evicting 
Smythe would be the 
responsibility of the 
buyer, because just as 
buyers don’t want the 
bad reputation, neither 
does the town, said Reil- 
ly. However, there has 
been so much negative 
publicity surrounding 
the issue, the town might 
as well just do it and get 
it over with, he said. 

“The town still does- 
n't want to evict her. 
We'd rather have some- 
body else do it. But we 
might as well evict her,” 
he said. 

In addition, every day 
that the town owns the 
property is another risk 
in terms of liability, 
Major said. 

“The town owns that 
property, and Mfrs. 
Smythe is a tenant of the 
town at this point in 
time,” he said, and if 
anything were to happen 
to her, the town could be 
held responsible. 

“| don’t want to be in 
the business of being a 
landlord,” agreed Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski.

Fresh talk on 
youth center

The forum will help decide whether 
the youth center proposal goes on the 
special Town Meeting warrant in 
November. 

Monday night is the time to tell them 
what you think.

Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to comment on the 
article in your Sept. 7 issue: “Last- 
minute repairs put pressure on bud- 
vet School Contingency up in 
Smoke.” 

This article had some incorrect 
information in it in reference to our 
annual school building tour and 
maintenance projects that I would 
like to clarify to your readers. The 
annual tour conducted every year 
near the end of August by the school 
committee, school superintendent, 
town manager and school and town 
staff. is not an exhaustive and 
detailed maintenance inspection of 
every school building (as was indi- 
cated in your article). 

One of the purposes of the tour is 
to view all of the maintenance and 
project accomplishments completed 
during the summer, and to see how 
the buildings look overall for the 
opening of school. However, through- 
out the year in preparation for the 
summer period, detailed inspections 
are performed on all building sys- 
tems as part of our ongoing preven- 
tive maintenance program. These

inspections are conducted by plant 
and facilities staff along with input 
from school principals and senior 
custodial staff who typically identify 
any problems that need to addressed 
in addition to all of our planned sum- 
mer maintenance and budgeted capi- 
tal projects. With over one million 
square feet of town and school build- 
ings ranging in age from the 1920 
period to more recent additions, it is 
not uncommon to find a few major 
problems that are not part of the bud- 
get plan. All of the major issues dis- 
cussed in your article were discov- 
ered much earlier this year and not 
on the Aug. 29 tour as you had indi- 
cated. Corrective actions were 
planned and scheduled during the 
summer to minimize disruptions 
during the school year. In addition to 
the handful of major unbudgeted 
repairs totaling in excess of $60,000, 
there were a large number of planned 
and budgeted projects along with 
extensive building maintenance that 
was completed. All of the funding for 
these building maintenance related 
projects (planned and unplanned) 
came from the plant and facilities 


school maintenance-projects story 


operating budgets and _ capital 
improvement budget (not the school 
operating budget as was indicated in 
your article.) However, let me also 
point out that the plant and facilities 
operating budgets and _ capital 
improvement budget has dedicated 
funds appropriated to it and annually 
for school-related projects. 

Some of the unbudgeted problems 
on which you reported on included 
two Doherty Middle School boilers 
that developed water leaks (not 
exhaust fume leaks) requiring major 
re-tubing repairs. We also had steam 
leaks in the old Sanborn School boil- 
er, which required replacement of all 
the boiler sections. These repairs 
have been completed. 

In conclusion, our budget plan- 
ning cycle for the next fiscal year (FY 
2002) is being finalized this month. 
Although we try to anticipate all 
major items, a lot of time will pass 
between now and FY 2002 making it 
almost impossible to cover every pos- 
sible problem.

Because this is an unfamil- 
iar territory for the current 
School Committee, its mem- 
bers hope to involve many dif- 
ferent facets of the community 
in the redistricting project, 
Collins said. 
“We're going to need people 
that know the town, know the 
schools,” he said. 


Chairwoman Tina Girdwood 
wants to ensure that the School 
Committee is represented on 
the redistricting task force by 
at least one member, because of 
their experience with school 
projects, she said. 

“There is no reason for us 
all to be on it,” she said, “but I 
can see one or two members 
being on it. School Committee 
members have been on other 


task forces that have dealt 
with school-project issues (in 
the past) and it worked very 
well. We've got a lot of experi- 
ence doing this.” 

Though the committee has 
not yet “set any perimeters at 
all” as to how many members 
would be ideal, or what issues 
the task force will research, 
Girdwood says she is interest- 
ed in seeing a wide variety of 


community members _ get 
involved, including residents 
who do not have a direct link 
to the new schools. 

“It might be interesting to 
have someone on it who has no 
interest in it whatsoever, and 
have it be more of a problem 
solving challenge,” she said. 

Eccles agreed. “There ought 
to be at least one person who 
can view the situation dispas 
sionately, that doesn’t have 
personal involvement, such as 
a parent who is interested in 
good things happening to their 


kids,” he said. “Someone who 
ought to look objectively.” 

The task force will ultimate- 
ly make a recommendation to 
the school committee, which 
will make a final decision on 
the redistricting. 

Interested people can volun- 
teer for the task force until 
Oct. 1. The School Committee 
will select redistricting task 
force members, and the guide 
lines for the new committee 
will likely be set at that time, 
said Superintendent of Schools 
Claudia Bach.

Call it ‘town government review’ 


Selectmen specified Monday 
night what the charter review 
will entail, and _ switched 
around the very term itself, 
changing the title from charter 
review to town government 
review. 

The three-word term will 
better encompass the full scope 
of the town’s undertaking, said 
Chairman Brian Major. 

“By just calling it a charter 
review, (the review) won't talk 
about town meeting and gov- 
ernment philosophy. We want- 
ed to open it up a bit more, to 
accurately portray the gist of 
what Larry Larsen had origi- 
nally made a motion for,” he 
said. 

The town charter itself does 
not outline the town meeting 
form of government in great 


detail, said Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski. 

“(The charter) doesn’t talk 
about open town meeting. It’s 
silent on that,” Stapczynski 
said. “(Calling it a charter 
review) wasn't going to be 
enough, because the charter is 
only a fraction of our govern- 
mental structure.” Therefore, 
the board decided to simply 
widen the scope of the title to 
better fit the intentions, he 
added. 

“The intent is the same as 
it’s always been. We're just 
correcting the verbiage to 
match the intent,” Major said. 

From the start, the intent 
has been to examine Andover’s 
town meeting form of govern- 
ment and question whether it 
is time for change - such as 


switching to a grander scale of 
city government; making 
adjustments to the way town 
meeting is run; or simply keep- 
ing things as they always have 
been. The review will also take 
a detailed look at the charter. 

Members of the town gov- 
ernment review committee 
will be appointed by selectmen 
Monday, Sept. 25 after 
Stapezynski makes recommen- 
dations to the board, Major 
said. 

About 15 people total have 
volunteered for the five to 
seven slots on the committee 
as of this week, said Stapczyns- 
ki. 

After the committee is cho- 
sen, selectmen will expect a 
report from the committee by 
November of 2001, he added.

Barbara Thibault, historical 
society executive director. 

As is the case with several 
old Andover homes, the farm- 
house is not protected by a 
preservation restriction, nor is 
it located within a local histor- 
ical district, said Thibault.

By Jennifer Lappin 
wo worlds collide when three 
sisters living their lifelong 
blue-collar experience in 
Saugus, Mass., reunite with the 
remaining element of their broken 
family, under the inauspicious occa- 
sion of their mother dying.

“Gates and Gables,” the Andover Historical Soci-
